The facts in connection with the re- 
duction of fhese assessments brought to 
light by the Post-Dispatch are a public 
scandal, They show that the Board of 
Equalization, of which a street railroad

The law which provides that the street 
railroads shall be assessed ; ac ing to 
their value was twisted as to substi- 
tute cost of construction for value, and 
on this basis the assessed valuation was 
a mere pittance as compared with their 
actual value. It is admitted that the 
statements of the railroads were accepted 
without investigation as the basis of as- 
sessment. ' 7 

When wealthy corporations get fran- 
chises for nothing and then control the 
Board of Equalization so that they are 
permitted to reduce their assessments at 
will to from one-tenth to one-thirtieth of 
their market value is it any wonder that 
the City Treasury is empty and there is 
no money for necessary public work?

NEAR HAVANA’S GATES. 


All the Insurgent Forces Centering on 
the Cuban Capital.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4—A Havana cable 
says: Gen. Campos has found it necessary 
to dispatch several large columns of troops 


to Aguacati and Melena to check the 
vance of the insurgent armies under Gen- 
erals Maximo Gomes, Anton Maceo and 
Quintin Bandera. 

The City of Havana has been thrown into 
a state of feverish excitement since it has 
been admitted in official circles that a de- 
cisive battle is imminent between the Span-

nor the reassuring comment of the loyal 
press is able to calm the public unrest.

The suggestion thus emanating, from so 
humble a source found instant ‘response 
among the freedmen and in response to 
circulars sent out contributions were re- 
ceived from colored soldiers under command 
of Gen. J. W. Davidson amounting to up- 
wards of $12,000, which was increased by 
other contributions to a total of $16,242. 
This sum was deemed insufficient for a 
work worthy the cause and the money was 
put at interest with the hope that renewed 
agitation of the subject later on would 
materially enlarge the total. But the con- 
tributions recefved in the first flash of 
enthusiasm over the project were the last 
and the movement was never renewed. 

So the matter stood for four years. In 
the summer of 1889 Rev. W. G. Eliot, pas- 
tor of the Church of the Messiah, and him- 
self a member of the Sanitary Commission, 
of which Mr. Yeatman was chairman, was 
in Florence, Italy, and visited the studio of 
Thomas Ball, the sculptor. There he saw

Chance led him to the house of 
Dr. Eliot, who hired him to work for um 
after obtaining from the Provost Mars al: 
a permit allowing the slave to work for him 
until legal right should be established by 
his master, who, under the law, must be a 
loyal citizen. 
‘In spite of this rmit, Archer was taken 
bY force some time later in Dr. Eliot's 
absence at Washington University, He was 
clubbed and badly beaten. Dr. Eliot ap- 
plied ta.the Provost Marshal, who put two 
detectives on the case at once and in- 
structed them to arrest his captors, who had 
defied the authority of his office by ignoring 
the permit, or shoot them on the spot if 
they resisted. Archer was found in the old 
ail at Sixth and Chestnut and rescued by 
etective John Eagan, a faithful, honest 
officer, who years afterwards refused a 
bribe of $50, to connive at the escape of 
a wealthy criminal, and who died in 1885. 
In spite of the protection offered by the 
Provost Marshal, Dr. Eliot wanted to have 
a clear title to Archer’s freedom, and made 
seyeral overtures to Hoffman, through Gov. 
Arthibaid Gamble, for his- purchase. Hoff- 
man ignored every letter sent. Accordingly 
Archer was sent to Alton, III., to be in a 
free State and did not return till the State 
Gradual Emancipation law was passed in 
Missouri. His wife Louisa and one of his 
daughters escaped from Hoffman, aided by 
a German farmer, who concealed them un. 
der a load of fodder and brought them safely 


„Louis. His oldest son had 


joined the army and had died on the field, 
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tmmediately after the death of Lincoln, 
ogee d from the impulse of the artist who 
Saw the opportunity the subject afforded. 

Dr. Eliot told the artist of what the col- 
ored people had tried but failed to do for 
want of sufficient funds. The artist with en- 
thusiasm offered the group at the cost of 
its reproduction in bronze, &nd volunteered 
o superintend the work at the royal foundry 
at Munich free of charge. He said that the 
maney subscribed would be sufficient for 
the purpose. 

Dr. Eliot had photographs.of the group 
taken, and on his return laid them, with 
the artist’s magnanimous offer, before the 
commission. The commission gladly ac- 
cepted the proposition but made one or two 
changes in the original design. The group 
in marble showed the figure of a slave 
wearing a liberty cap, and passively re- 
ceiving from Lincoln the gift of freedom. 
Instead, it was suggested that the repre- 
eentative form of a negro helping to break 
the chain which bound him should be sub- 
stituted, so as to make the group conform 
to the truth of history without marring the 
aristic conception and effect. For the negro 
a faithful portrait of Archer Alexander was 
sent for the artist’s guidance. The group in 
bronze was accordingly made, and unveiled 
by President Grant April 14, 1876. 

Alexander probably acquired the germs of 
freedom from his father. The latter be- 
longed to Rev. Mr. Delaney, a retired Pres- 
byterian preacher, who was a large planter 
near Richmond, Va. He was “sold South“ 
when Archer was a child, mostly for the 
reason that his views on slavery, which 
he was given to promulgating among his 
fellow-bondsiaen, were not only calculated 
to b while among the blacks, but 
excited protests from Mr. Delaney's white 
neighbors, who urged on him that it was hig 
duty as a Christian to get rid of this mi:

200 years ago was.an old Spanish fort, the 
Castle of St. Mark. This fort was begun 
by the Spanish, who then owned Florida, 
about 1565, and was built by successive ad- 
ditions during at least 200 years: Sir Fran- 
cis Drake captured the fort in 1686, but the 
Spanish commencéd to rebuild it in 1640, em- 
ploying in this work the Indians whom they 
had taken in battle, 

Fort Marion is now a ry 
tress, its grim gray-walls looming ap in 
somberness above the quaint streets of St. 
Augustiné. These walls are constructed 
of rock formed by the mixture of shells 
and sand. The frowning battlements are 
crowned with cannon, and deep down 
below are countless cells where State pris- 
ers were buried alive. The fort, in ‘ail of 
its features, reminds one of a castle in the 
middle ages, with portcullis, moat and 
draw bridge. 

In the foundation of the castle there was 
built long ago a secret chamber. which ig 
entered only by a tortuous way through 
which one can y Grawl, This was 
discovered some years ago by the United 
States officers, who were dragging a heavy 
cannon across a stone, which gave way and 
disclosed the cell. This cell had no way of 
exit, but when the door closeg on the out- 
side there was nothing to allow it ever to 
be opened from within. 

Few, even of the old Spanish, knew of 
the existence of this terrible cell, and it 
was thought te be here that secret prisoners 
of the Inquisition were immured and left to 
insanity and starvation. On exploring the 
darkness of the damp stone dungeon, two 
skeletons were found chained to the walls. 
There they had been placed, prebably 200 
years ago, and left to suffer alone, Only 
imagination can picture their agony. On 
the crumbling walls are still to be seen the 
scratches of the finger nails made by the 
prisoners in their despair. This skull, now 
lying in the museum, is one of those found 
chained to the wall within this cell. 

The two skeletons were those of a man 
and a woman. Just what were the crimes 
for which they were left to their horrible 
death mo one knows, but from the fact that 
they were the bones of a woman and man, 
tradition has it that one of the skeletons 
must be that of a nun, who broke her vows 
and ran off with the man whom she lov 
perhaps some priest, who gave up his sac 
duties for the love of woman. It is * 
likely that the people of that day would 
have placed political prisoners of different 
sexes in the same cell, and the story that is 
generally believed is that the skeletons 
were those of lovers. 


BIRDS VERSUS INSECTS. 
Wonderful Speed of the Ordinary 


House Fly and the Dragon Fly. 


It is the popular belief that the flight of 
birds is much swifter than.that of insects, 


but some European ecientists who have 
been making a study of the matter think 
that such is not the case. A common 
housefly, for example, is not particularly 
rapid in its fight, but its wings make 800 
beats a second and send it through the air 
twenty-five feet, under ordinar circum- 
stances, in that space of time. hen the 
insect is alarmed, however, it has been 
found that it can increase its rate of speed 
to over 600 feet per second. If it could 
continue such rapid flight for a mile in a

APARTMENT HOUSES.
